N the Michaelmas Meeting of the Freeholders of the Shire of Perth, 
I held this day, 
A Letter from Alexander Keith writer to the fignet, clerk, tothe 
Committees of the feweral Counties of Scotland, who met at Edinburgh 
upon the 5th of Auguft laft, for the purpofe of taking into confidera= 
tion the abufes which prevail in this part of the united kingdom, in the 
mode of creating Freehold Qualifications, being read, ; 
The Meeting are of opinion, That the prefent laws refpeting Free- 
hold Qualifications, are attended with numerous inconveniencies, and 
that an ameridment df them is highly requifite. ‘They therefore name 
Sir John Ranvfay of Banff, George Haldane of Gleneagles, David 
smyth of Methyea, Mr William Nairn advocate, and William M‘Do- 
nald of St Martin, to be a committee foom this county, to attend the 
meetings to be held ut Ediaburgh by the committees of other counties, 
to concert a proper plan for remedying the prefent inconveniencies, and 
to lay the fame before a future general mecting of the Freeholders of 
the county, which they are empowered to call, if neceflary. And they 
appoint this refolution to be publifhed in the news-papers.

RESOLVED, That it is the Opinion of this Meeting, 

That it i¢highly expedient and requifite, that this part of the United 
Kingdom thould at all times be provided with a proper and con(titutional 
force, for its internal defence againft foreign enemies, and for the fup- 
port of the Crown, andthe rights and libertics of the people ; aud 
that acertain portion of the Militia or Fencible Men thereof fhould be 
annually trained tothe ufe of arms, for thefe great national purpoles : 
It being the boaft and birthright of Freemen to beable to defend them- 
felves and their country, and the degrading badge of ilavery to be deni- 
ed that moft ufeful as well as honourable of all priviledges. 

1. ‘That at this time we are more particularly called upon to attend to 
this important objet, when furrounded by foes. We are in imminent 
danger of being attacked and infuited, and the honour and fafety of the 
empire at ftake ; and, when we have reafon to fatter ourfelves that our 
wires and endeavours to promote the fecurity and welfare of the ttate 
will meet with encouragement and fupport from the wifdom and:gene- 
rofity of thofe who have already declared in the aéts eftablifhing the Mi- 


* effeptidlly ineceflary to the fatety, peace, ahd profperity of the King- 
“ dom ;” And wejcan newer fiippofe, that an odious and ill-timed di-' 
ftinGtion will be made between any ef his Majeity’s loyal fubjects ‘in 
this ifland, contrary to every principle of juftice and found policy. 

Jl. That the Meeting do not entirely approve of either of the a- 
bove modes of forming an internal force, now laid before us for our con- 
fideration, ther firft having copied too clofely after the acts for eftablith- 
ing the Militia in England, and not being perfectly fuited, to the circum- 
ftanees of this country ; and the.other having gone ratheMfarther than 
was neceflary in feveral particulars. But, ‘ ; 

II. The “Meeting ate vety clearly of opinion, That a plan more.re- 
ftriéted, tefséxpenfive and burdenfome to the country, yet fufficient fot 
training.the people, by ballot and rotation, to the exercile of arms, 
may eafily be devifed and put in praétice, by the concurrent, fteady, 
and animated public fpirit of the Neblemen and Gentlemen in the’ fe- 
veral counties; and, for that cnd, that it would be moft proper and 
neceflary that Committees thould be named by the ditlerent fhires to 
meet together at Edinburgh in November next, in order to concert to- 
gether the beft mode of carrying this great and intciefting national ob- 
jeét into execution, and for framing a new bill, to be prefented to Par- 
liament early in next feffion: And the Mectiog appoint his Grace the 
Duke of “Athol, thé Right Honourable Lord Gray, Sir Johm Wedder- 
burn of Ballendean, Sir Johu Ramfay of Banff, General Graham of 
Gorthie, Mr Haldane of Gleneagles, Mr Mercer of Aldic,: Mr Far- 
quharfon of Invercau!d, Mr Nairn of Dunfinnan, Mr Smyth of Meth- 
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ven, Mr M‘Donald of St Martin, or any three of then’, with full 
Powers for that purpofe ; and authorife them to draw on the Colleétor 
of the county (in whofe hands money is now lodged) for fuch fam as 
may be fixed as the proportion of this county for defraying the expence 
thereof. And the Meeting are of opinion, that, fo foon as the Com- 
Tiittees of the different counties have agreed on what, at this alarming 
period, is the moft conftitutional and proper method of defending this 
country, a meeting of this county fhould be called by their Committee 
to take the fame into their farther confideration. 

IV. The Meeting unanimoufly and heartily agree to return their. belt 
thanks to the Marquis of Graham, and to the other Members of Par-

Yelterday it was confidently faid, that exceeding good news 
from Gibraltar was received by a merchant in the city, fromk 
Mr Factor of Dover, ftating that he had advices by the way of 
Calais, that the brave General Elliot had given an additivnal 
and recent proof of his good conduct and courage, by gaining 
a new advantage over the enemy. The manner in which the 
faccefs was attained is differently talked of, and as we could 
not afcertain the trath of the circumftance, we prefent our read 
ers with the different accounts in circulation: By fome it was 
faid, that the General had made a fally, conducted with equal 
vigour and wifdom, and that the effect was, the deftruction and 
capture of near two thoufand men, the feizure of 150 pieces of 
cannon, and the demolition of feveral important batteries: B 
others it was afferted, thar the General had {offered the Spani 
gun-boats to approach within the diftance of a point-blank thot, 
that he had then opened a newly erected and concealed batte- 
ry upon them, which played with’ fuch fuccefs, that he funk a 
great number of their boats, and with them upwards of 2000 
men. As the news-is faid to have come through France, it 
deferves fome credit. The French firft gave us an intimation 
af Rodney’s glorious faccels of the 12th of April. Would it 
had been followed by news equally promifing from the fame 
quarter fince! 

It is faid his Majefty is more tian ordinarily anxious about 
the fate of Gibraltar. His Majefty has had the model of the 
rock and fortrefs removed to the Queen’s Palace from the 
Tower, and has colletted every good map and plan of the place, 
that has been publithed either in Great-Britain or on the con- 
tinent.
